' Magiſtrates of Health at Milan and Venice iſſued 
orders for the treatment of drowned perſons. 


„The city of Hamburgh appointed a ſimilar ordi- 


nance to be read in all the Churches. In the year 
1769, the Empreſs of Germany publiſhed an edict, 
extending its Directions and Encouragements to 
every caſe, that afforded a poſſibility of relief. 
In the year 1771, the Magiſtrates of Paris ſound- 

ved an Inſtitution in favour of the drowned. |

III. 1. It remains only to ſhew the Excellency of 
it. And this may appear from one ſingle conſi- 
deration. This Inſtitution unites together in one 
all the various afts of Mercy. The ſeveral works 
of Charity mentioned above are all &ontained in 
this. It comprizes all Corporal (if I may fo ſpeak) ) ̃¹ 
and all Spiritual Benefits; all the inſtances of |

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Mankind!) is no leſs, in a qualified ſenfe, than 
reſtoring Life to the dead! Is it any wonder 
then, that the generality of men ſhould at firſt 
ridicule ſuch an undertaking? That they ſhould 
imagine the perſons, who aimed at any ſuch thing, 
muſt be utterly out of their ſenſes? Indeed one 
of old ſaid, Wky ſhould it be thought a thing incre- 
dible with you, that God ſhould raiſe the dead? 
Cannot he, who beſtowed Liſe at firſt, juſt as 
well beſtow it again? Bur it may well be thought 
a thing incredible, that Man ſhould raiſe the 
dead! For no human power can create Life. 
And what human power can reſtore it? Accor- 

dingly, when our Lord (whom the Jews at that 

time ſuppoſed to be a mere man) came. to the 
houſe of Jairus, in order to raiſe his daughter 
from the dead, upon the firſt intimation of his 
deſign, they laughed him to ſcorn. The maid, 
ſaid he, 2s not dead, but fleepeth. © This is ra- 
ther to be called Sleep than Death; ſeeing her 
Life is not at an end: but I will quickly awaken
